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Several Rifts Seen 
Behind Iron Curtain

Washington, July 20 (>P)—Diplo­ 
matic officials 
said 
today 
that 
several political, economic and re ­ 
ligious forces now challenge Rus­ 
sia's dom ination of the Iron C ur­ 
tain countries of Eastern Europe. 
Chief among these are the Com­ 
munist conflict w ith the Roman 
Catholic church and Marshal Ti­ 
to's struggle against Moscow con­ 
trol over Yugoslavia. 
The tensions and 
conflicts, 
as 
President T rum an called them in 
his Chicago speech yesterday, may 
go on increasing in the 
satellite 
states for a long time. authorities 
here said. But they do not pres­ 
ently see any crack in the political 
system built up by 
Russia 
that 
appears large enough to threaten 
the Soviet position seriously. 
Depression In America? 
In another point in his speech 
the president spoke out sharply 
against any weakening in A m eri­ 
can support for the countries of 
Eastern Europe. He declared 
“ it 
would be disastrous now to change 
our policy and settle for half way 
moncures.” 
His 
estim ate 
of 
the Russian 
position in Eastern Europe, cou- 
p’ed w ith his call for continued 
strong A m erican policies in the 
West, 
provided 
some 
hint 
of 
what he and his advisers evident­ 
ly believe m av lead eventually to 
a Western victory in the 
cold 
war. He pictured a situation in 
which the East annears 
to 
be 
having growing difficulty while 
the West is pursuing a relatively 
strong and vigorous course. 
Against this prospect 
may 
be 
balanced the line taken by Soviet 
propagandists in recent 
months. 
This has been to the effect that 
the United States is moving into 
a period of economic depression 
and that the Marshall Plan for 
European recovery 
has 
already 
faded. 
Mr. T rum an did not detail the 
difficulties which 
he 
considers 
are blocking 
Soviet 
efforts 
to 
consolidate Communist power in 
Eastern Europe.

The real troubles for Moscow- 
started about a year ago when 
Yugoslav Marshal Tito broke with 
the Moscow’-controlled cominform 
and embarked on a career as an 
independent

State department officials believ­

On the religious front, author­

So long 
as Catholic leaders loyal to the

London, July 20 f/P)—Russia ac­ 
cused the Big

treaty by inviting her to sign the 
North Atlantic pact. 
The Moscow- radio said that in 
notes to the United States. Britain, 
France and Italy herself, Russia 
has charged that Italy had violat­ 
ed the terms of her peace treaty 
w hen she 
signed 
the 
Atlantic 
document by invitation of the Big 
Three. 
The Soviet Union sent the notes 
in the midst of Italian debate on 
ratification of the A tlantic C har­ 
ter. 
Ratification currently 
is under 
discussion in Italy’s cham ber of 
deputies 
w here 
a m ajority 
of 
Christian 
Democrats, 
largest 
group in that body are expected 
to gain enough backing from Lib­ 
erals and anti-Com m uoist Social­ 
ists to insure ratification. 
The Soviet note charged 
that 
the North Atlantic treaty is an ag­ 
gressive instrum ent aimed at Rus­ 
sia and the “Peoples’ Democrac­ 
ies.” 
Italy signed a peace treaty w ith 
the Big Four and 16 other nations 
in Paris, on Feb. IO, 1947. 
She 
signed the North A tlantic pact in 
Washington last April

TpASTERN papers are giving prominence 
to the fact that surplus inventories of 
steel products in the hands of distributors 
and fabricators are so large, and are moving 
so slowly, that steel prices are being de­ 
pressed all aonlg the line. 
Holders arc trying to unload, and arc 
shading prices up to ten per cent or more 
on pipe, wire product, alloy steels, screws, 
bolts, nuts and tool steel, according to New 
York dailies and trade journals. A rather 
startling reduction of 40 per cent on nllo> 
steel tool bits was quoted recently by a Chi­ 
cago manufacturer who wants to keep his 
stock moving. 
On the other hand, copper and brass 
prices have moved up from one-half cent to 
a cent a pound New public utility common 
stocks sold to country-wide investors so far 
this year total nearly 200 million dollars, 
indicating that Mr. John Q. Investor isn’t 
as alarmed about the future as stock m a r­ 
ket conditions seem to indicate.

ANGER IN THE CLOAKROOMS 


It would come close to intimidation of the 
judiciary. This is the view of those in high 
judicial position who have been careful not 
to become involved in the Hiss matter. They 
see it as a threat to an independent judici­ 
ary, and, therefore, as a threat to the foun­ 
dations of law and order in the United 
States. 
The demand for an investigation of K auf­ 
man was made publicly by Rep. Harold II. 
Velde of Illinois and Rep. Richard M. Nixon 
of California, both members of the u n -A m ­ 
erican committee. Velde w ent so far as to 
cite on the floor of the house specific ru l­ 
ings which he said showed Judge K auf­ 
m a n ’s bias. 
One reason for the buzzing of anger in 
the cloakrooms was a ruling handed down 
by the suprem e court just before tile court 
recessed for the summer. T hat ruling was 
taken by members of the house— Republi­ 
cans and Southern Democrats— as a direct 
infringem ent of the powers of the house. 
In 
the 
majority opinion Justice Frank 
M urphy held that Harold 
R. 
Christoffel 
could not be found guilty of perjury, when 
he denied he was a m em ber of the Com ­ 
m unist party, because the house committee 
hearing him testify did not have a quorum 
present at the time of his testimony. M ur­ 
phy was joined in his opinion by Justices 
Douglas, Frankfurter, Black and Rutledge. 
Justice Robert IL Jackson wrote a sharp 
dissent in which he w as joined 
by 
Chief 
Justice Vinson and Justices Reed and B u r­ 
ton. He accused the m ajority of “denying lo 
the records of congress and its committees 
the credit to which they are entitled, quite 
contrary to all recognized parliam entary 
rules, our previous decisions and the con­ 
stitution itself.” 
Jackson pointed out that in 0 previous 
case— that of Maj. Gen. Bennett Meyers, 
convicted of perjury before a senate com ­ 
m ittee— the court had refused to take any 
notice of the quorum question even though 
it had been specifically raised. He also sug­ 
gested that under the m ajority ruling much 
of the legislation of congress itself nu lit be 
invalidated since laws w ere often adopted 
iii the house without a roll-call vote and 
w ithout a quoru mbeing present. Citing the 
clause of the constitution that says, “Each 
house may determ ine the rules of its pro­ 
ceedings. . .” Jackson wrote: 
“This court accordingly can neither d e­ 
term ine the rules for eithi r house of con­ 
gress i or require those rules to be express­ 
ed with any degree of explicifnss 
other 
than that chosen by the respective houses.”

Christoffel case was at such a pitch that 
some members are said to

about the need to crack down on the “New 
Deal courts.” This indignation was fanned 
by the fact that Justices Reed and F r a n k ­ 
furter appeared as character witnesses for 
Hiss.

their critics say that they could 
have refused 1 0 accept tile subpoenas on the 
ground that the case might eventually come 
before them on appeal

believed to be trespass on the legislative 
branch of government.

W ashington.—It hasn’t been published, 
but ECA A dm inistrator Paul Hoffman has 
w ritten a strong private letter to Senator

Catholic leaders. 
It has 
aroused vigorous opposition from Protest­ 
ant churchm en because of their contention 
that Protestants in Spain are given only 
second-class citizenship, and that the same 
principle of religious discrimination exists 
in Spain against Protestants as exists in 
the iron curtain countries against Catholics. 
Hoffman, in his letter to Senator

denberg, avoided religious references, but 
w arned:
